JEREMIAH O'DONOVAN ROSSA. 
Skibbereen, a place steeped in poverty, notorious 
for its all but chronic state of famine. produced in 


1830 Jeremiah O'Donovan, afterwards cal ed 
Rossa. This latte? name was given to distinguish 
him from another Jeremiah. Who at the Phwnix 
trials in 1858 turned informer and prosecuted to 
conviction some nineteen of bis friends and fel- 
lows. O Donovan was iu turn school teacher, bo- 
tel-keeper, conveted conspirator. newspaper 
manager. and finally, in 1865. one of the triumvir- 
ate of the Irish Republic oppointed by Stephens 
to rule over the country he had not as yet gained 
an inch of foothold in. Iben O'Donovan, who 
loved free speech, made himself famous by at- 
tacking a meetirg in the Rotunda, Dublin. at 
which some thousands of his fellow-countrymen 
pad gathered under the leadership of The O' Don- 
oboe to inaugurate a policy of avitation. “We'll 
have no agitation, no oritory and no meetings!” 
yelied Rossa, as with a piece of green baize 
around the leg of a table he fell on tne astonished 
patriots of the “harmless office-hunting variety” 
and drove them from the building. At his trial 
for treason he too a witty revenge on his perse- 
cutors by insisting on reading to them the file, the 
whole file, and no hing less than the file of his 
own newspaper Keogh and Fitzcerald. the judges. 
suffered for three days and nights until O' Dono- 
van's voice and physical strength gave out, and 
then they had tneir innings and sent him to con- 
vict labor. Rossa has sat on a cushion filled with 


dynamite. had his pockets full of the explosive 


continually, and reared his family to noises by a 
a daily explosion of gunpowder in the back yard. 


How Rossa Has Lived. 

Rossa has ficured very conspicuously in dyna- 
mite affairs from this side of the water 
for many years it was a difficult thing to get up 
any Fenian excitement without getting O Donovan 
Rossa mixed in it, and although he teok no active 
part in the Phelan fray, the police wiseacres say 
that the whole affair showed that he played 
a prominent part. As editor of the United Irishman 
in New York. Rossa’s office has been the hot-bed of 
nearly all the dynamite and Fen an plots that have 

reateved the life of English officials, and even the 
throne itself. He had two small rooms which he 
used for offices, and in the larger of these the 
exciting occurrence took ploce. It 
was here that. Rossa wrote his bioodthirsty 
articles, worthy of the d@rkest days of the Paris 
Commune. Rossa himself lacked the cold, cruel ap- 
pearance which the other conspirators to a great 


extent possessed. He hada fatheriy-looking curly 
beard, and his hair, instean of having 
the wiry character of the average 


criminal, flowed in almost curling waves from a 
rather preposessing forehead. His brows were not 
beetiing nor was there any sinister loox 
in his large eyes. He has altogether more of the ap- 
pearance of a master mechanic or successful arti- 
san than of a person who has for years past gone 
so far as to prove the truth of the fact thata good 
deal of talk covers a muititude of failures.

Nawas, Wyo. T., February 2.—The Lost Cabin 
Mine and the romance connected therewith promise 
to inake the feature of the zold-mining excitement 
of the coming season. The Lost Cabin starts on the 
mountains of Tremont County. in this Territory and 
near the Wind River Canon, not far from Hoo Doo 
Creek. It is a dismal- looking affair, made of rougb- 
ly hewn timbers with port-holes for windows and 
bearing evidences of border warfare. Who built it 
was never known, and its locality was, until last

killed by Indians. He was not very bright and no 
great attention was paid to hm. although he had a 
long story to tell about the richness of the mines 


and the fact that he and his comrades bad 
built a cabn which could easiiy be 
found if any one dared make the effort. 


He disappeared after awhile, and, asthe Indians 
were iroublesome, nothing more was thought of t e 
matter for the time. Afra little, interest in the 
mutter was revived and several parties started out 
in search of the cavin. When they abandoned the 
search, others took it up and at length the lost 
cabin became everybody's quest. Interest in the

Senator Edmunds’ Skull Cap Cerro Gordo 
Williams' Wig—Ingalls’ Queer-Looking

Wasurroton, February 2.—Senator Edmunds, the 
presiding officer of the Senate, has fallen into a 
habit of late of wearing a black silk skullcap. He 
is very bald, and the air of the Senate Chamber 
is uncomfortably cool to the exposed cranial sur- 
face, causing colds and the consequent inconven- 
fences. So he wears this little black cap all the day, 
inthe committee rooms. in the Vice President's 
chamber, and in the chair of the Senate, as its pre- 
siding officer. It looks odd to see the presi ling of- 
ficer ofthe Senate sit in his official) seat with bis 
head covered while all others of that body uncover 
their heads in his presence. And there are some 
other heads inthe Chamber quite as bald as his. 
The nearest approach to the sy-tem which Senator 
Edmunds has inaugurated is the course of Senator 
Williams, the hero of Cerro Cordo. He wears a 
wig. It is very neat and very well fitting, but he 
bas a way when he has occasion to stroke one side 
of it of taking hold of the opposite side to keep it 
in place, thus giving the whole thing away at once. 
Senator Coke of Texas is one of the baldest men in 
the Senate. There is a vast expanse of “forehead” 
extending away over the top of his head and down 
in the rear so far that there is only a fringe of gray 
hair running round from one ear to the other.

rt to the Health Department in its endeavor to 

rng this cty up to as high a 
standard as possible in the matter of the 
food that is placed on its inhabitants’ tables. It is 
ali very well for pie tosay that there is very 
little fire under all this smoke, but it is a ad refiec- 
tion on their knowledge of human nature tnat they 
cannot »ppreciate the fact that as jong as Chicago 
and Kansas City practically pronibited the im- 
portation of diseased meat, the foul 
stream thus d verted would as naturally flow to- 
wards and into St. Louis as water flows down bill.

How Clerk Bender Sand-Bagged 

Himself for $300. 
— 

The Romance of a Foolish Young Man's 

Crime—A Honeymoon That Ends in Ruin 

— Bender Tells a New Story. 


Mr. William Bender, late clerk inthe Probate 
Clerk's office will have time and opportunity to 
prepare a lecture on “Money Made Easy; or 
Every Man His Own Sandbagger.’, | 

On Saturday last Billy Bender was, as has been the 
custom in the office of the Probate Court for years 
past, sent down to the German Savings Bank to 
collect the salaries due in the office. The story of 
his adventure was told in the Post-Disparce of 
Saturday how, later in the day, the young man was 
found in the Court House with a gaping wound in 
his overcoat pocket, with no money in his clothes, 
and with a fairy tale about an assault made on him 
by a sandbagger who had robbed him. The clerks 
in the office gave Mr. Bender all the sympathy they 


had to spare after sy mpathizing 
with themse. ves over their vanished 
salaries, and the most cruel thing 


that was said by any of the doubting Thomases to 
whom Bender's tale was told, was that he was mis- 
taken about the sand-bag; that he must navengden 
hit with a cum over-shoe. NO dy entirely beliéved 
his story, but Bender had been eight years in the 
office, and bore an excellent reputation. and there 
was nothing except his statement that he had lost 
$575 of his own money along with the $250 of Mr. 
, and the ba ance of $63 off Mr. Charles B 
McEntire, to excite suspicion. it was difficuit to 
believe that a clerk at a month could have 
saved up that much money, at the same time that 
he was known to be continually short. 

Detective Tracy was sent down to investigate the 
case, and he, after a very few questions, was satis- 
fied that Ben ler had robbed himself, and so re. 

ried. On Sunday Bender walked into the Four 

urts to inquire if anything had been heard of the 
miscreant who had assaulted bim, 
and was shown into Chief Harrigan's 
private office. Here he was at once set upon by the 
most expert detective in the West, Chief Harri- 
can himself, and in avery few moments he con- 
fessed that he bad put up the whole scheme himself 
and that the money was planted in an enveiope ad 
dressed to W. K. v. ant left in Wageeman’s 
saloon on Jefferson and Franklin avenues. He 
and a detective went out to the saloon and got the 
euveiope, in which was found $313.tbe whole amount 
stolen. 

This morning a Post-Dispatca reporter went to 
the Probate Clerk’s office and found 

MR. BENDER 
there clearing out his desk, and evidently conclud- 
ing his preparations to leave. “Do you want w 
make any statement?” he was asked. 

Tes, he said. “ldo. It is a matter of fact that 
I was robbed. I had $575 m my desk, and every- 
thing happened just aslisaid. [| put this money in 
my puter coat ket. and when 
McEntire's and Wagner's checks | put their money 
in an muer coat pocket. When I got into the Court 
House I was knocked down and my own money 
taken away from me. I was nearly wild over the loss, 
and I made up my mind then to hold on to Wagner's 
and McEntire's money -I needed money so badly—- 
and to tell them that it bad been taken with mine. 
1 meant to return it to them onthe 16th, That 
story I told, and it was not true, of course; 1 admit 
that now.“ 

“How do you explain under that theory getting 
the money planted out at Franklin and Jefferson 
avenues?’ 

“Well, that is what happened.” 

Jou were in debt, were you not!“ 

“Yes, about $105—not more than that.“ 

“You were oniy married a couple of weeks 


ont take the mébhing vagy 


“Well, they don't like it, that is a fact.“ 

“You have left Mr. Wagner's employ?” 

“Oh, of course. I don't know what I shall do or 
where I will go. Iwill have to raise some money, 
I hated to ask for it before. NOwI will have to. I 
wish I had asked.” 

Willy Bender is a mau of 33, small in stature, and 
with a heavy, uncertain, boyish way about him, 
He entirely fails to see that he has done anything 
blameworthy, as he imagines that the 
recovery of the plunder entirely exouerates 
him. It is believed in the office that he came down 
this morning with the full expectation 

OF GOING TO WORK. 
When he came down to the office he called Messrs, 
Wagner and McEntire into the private office and 
told them the story which he subsequentiy related 
to the reporter. Of course they refused to credit 
it. There will be no prosecution. 

A great deal of sympathy is felt for Bender's wif 
who is a very pretty and very popular girl, we 
known in St. Bridget’s parish. She was a Miss 
Siedekum; her father is at present the nightwatch- 
man at the Engine House on Wash street, near 
Twenty-second. He was Kell known in St. Louis 
some years ago as the senior partner in the firm 
of jiedekum & Buchanan, 4 goods 
dealers. Misfortune came, and Mr. Siedekum met 
it ke a man. He never, however, has had such 
troubie to face as that which has come to his 
daugbter now. 

The Bender family are also well known. Mrs. 
Bender, the mother ot the young man whose ad- 
venture is detailed above, has been engaged in a 
great many philanthropic enterprises in St. Louis. 

Tne stoen movey is still in the hands of the 
police and wiil be turned over to the owners when 
they call for t.

Poland’s Speech—- The Charge 
Against the Prisoner May be Changed to 
Mich Treason—The Examination—A Sen- 
 gational Divine—Gouarding the Victoria 


Bridge—Foreign Matters. 


Lonpon, February 2 The examination of James 
d. Cunningham, charged with complicity in caus- 
ing the recent explosion at the Tower of London, 
was begun in the Bow Street Police Court this 
morning. Mr. Poland, solicitor, in opening the 


outrage at the Tower. The 
related the facts in regard to 
movements at Liverpooll, 


and at Loudon, from the time of his arrival at Liv- 
erpoo! from America up to the date of his arrest at 
the Tower afew minutes after the exploston oc- 
curred; his traveling under the assumed names of 
Gilbert and Dalton, and many other suspicious cir- 
cumstances connected with his stay at both the 
above cities Mr. Poland dwelt particularly on the 


the prisoner's lodgings in Scarborough street imme- 
diately after Cunningham's arrest. Mr. Poland laid 
stress upon these facts in order to show that 
CUNNINGHAM WAS IN LEAGUE WITH OTHERS, 
who must have been instructed in the line of action to 
be taken in case of his arrest. Poland further said 
that witnesses would be produced to prove that 
Cunningham had for several days previous to the 
explosion been seen loitering in and around the 
Tower of London. He then produced a plan of the 
Tower and pointed out the spot where the explosion 
took place, at the same time going into details of 
the damages done the building and the injuries sus 
tained by persons wounded by the explosion. 
ö FURTHER EVIDENCE. 


1 He also produced a smal] detonator found in the 
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prisoner's baggage, and said it was similar to those 
used in the previous dynamite outrages, indi- 
cating that the prisoner might have been con- 
nected with those crimes. In conclusion 
Mr. Poland asked that Cunningham be arraigned 
under the explosive act, on a charge of cpnspiracy, 
and said he might possibly at a later day request 
that the charge be changed to high treason, so that 
the penalty of the latter crime would be meted out 
to him, as dynamite outrages could be construed as 
acts of war of rebellious people. 
CAUSED A SENSATION. 

Poland's notification to the court that the Gov- 
ernment reserve the privilege of changing the 
charge against Cunningham to high treason, so 
that the result of a conviction might be execution 
instead of imprisonment, caused a commotion 
among the spectators. The declaration is con- 
strued into an admission that the crown has ascer- 
tained that in Cunningham they had the most ime 
portant witness yet arrested for the dynamite 
crimes. This impression was confirmed by the 
extraordinary precautions taken to prevent his 
escape or rescue. He was conveyed from his cell 
in Clerkenwell prison to the Row street Court in a

He left both at 
the station over night. The next day he called and 
took them away. In the meantime he secured 
lodgings at Whitechapel. Thither prisoner had 
his brown trunk and bag removed. While the pris- 
oner was residing there, the brown trunk myste- 
riously disappeared. Some time after its disap- 
pearance, Cunningham changed his lodgings and 
took a room in Scarboro street. It would be shown 
that the prisoner began loitering at the Tower after 
his removal from Whitechapel, and that he 
passed in and visited the Tower buildings a few 
days before the explosion, at least once. 
CUNNINGHAM IDENTIFIED. 

Few persons were admitted to Bow street police 
court during the examination. Before the com- 
mencement of the regular proceedings, anumber of 
witnesses assembled in the court for the purpose of 
identifying the prisoner as the man reported to the 
police as having been engaged in 
suspicious movements just before the ex plosions. 
Cunningham was placed in a small crowd 
But three of the witnesses, one of whom was a 
woman, the other two being constables, had no dif™f- 
culty tn singling him out as the man of whom they 
had given information.

FAMED QUARRIES OF CARRARA. 


Where 6,000 Men Dig Out of Italian 
Hills the Marble of Art. 
Rome Letter in the Baltimore Sun. 


I have recently spent some days at Carrara. 
where some 6,000 men are at work in the quar- 
ries. There are one hundred studios of sculpt- 
ure at Carrara, sixty-five saw mills and twen- 
ty-five polishing wheels, which brighten dull 
marble and smooth the slight fortunes of some 
four hundred plodding workers. The hewing 
of rough rocks, huge in their proportions, is 
something approaching the marvelous here. 
The men are hoisted to the height of some sev- 
en hundred feet above the level of the quarry, 
and up aloft excavate perfectly colossal lumps 
of Carrara marble. Each gang, or the fore- 
man of the gang, goes down with and on the 
lump as it is swung by derrick ropes out into 
the air and — — to — — earth. 

One of these Italians will sing in lusty tones, 
“Viva, Viva Garibaldi,” from his dizzy emi- 
nence and suddenly N below where you are 
standing, his bright, big black eyes full of un- 

ualed expressiveness and his white teeth 
glittering between unapproachable smiles—the 
inalienable gifts of these people—and say, ‘Ah, 
signore, will you go up with me again?’ just as 
if it were a perfectly ordinary feat. The free, 
easy and primitive style of this Carrara flying- 
trapeze work makes it appear doubly dangerous. 
Hundreds of accidents occur every year. 

Children scarcely out of their swaddling 
clothes work amidst the glare and dust of this 


stifled lungs. The food is dry bread, a raw 
onion and dirty water. It is the only place in 
Italy where wine is not drunk. Worn out by 
incessant severe toil, these 
fed, fall into dissipation, violence and crime, 
dying like dogs and leaving on the white mar- 
bie the sweat of their wretched lives.

Fully $800,000 worth of marble goes out an- 
nually from these quarries, the bulk of it to 
France. The price of it varies according to its 
beauty. The first quality is priced at $60 to $50 
per square meter at the 3 This is what 
we term statuary marble. The second quality 
is priced at $45 to $62, and the spotted at $50 to 
350. Then comes pure white, but not statuary 
marble. The price is $50 per square meter. 
The secondquality is $35 and the third is $50. The 
vein marble brings onthe first quality $50 and 
the second quality $35. Violet-hued marble brings 
$70 to $100 per square meter. These are the 
ordinary tarilfs, on them the profits are ab- 
surdly high before the marble leaves the quarry. 
In some instances I have known first-class stut- 
uary blocks to be rated at $12,000 each, regard- 
less of market rates. 


Holy Tattooing.

The custom of tattooing the body formerly ex- 
isted in all parts of Polynesia, butis now gen- 
erally abandoned except among the ruder is- 
landers.
